I shall never forget the rem ark of a lady, who was the daughter- 
in-law of a very famous m an. 
He had died some tim e before, and we 
were talking about his life and qualities. 
“One thing about ’Jo h n ,’", she 
said. “was that he always understood. 
You didn’t have to explain things 
to him. He would see your point in an instant.” 
I have seen two people, who loved each other dtevotedly. get into the 
bitterest of disputes for no o th er reason in the world th a n th a t each missed 
the viewpoint of the other—not understanding. 
There is a peace, alm ost divine, th a t comes over one when in the 
presence of another who is “full of understanding.” 
We can forget, for­
